Music trends are in slow 
motion when compared to the raped musical changes which 
Lydia undergoes. Whatever Lydia feels and thinks is ex- 
pressed through her music and lyrics/poems; be it noise-

The 10 
minute performance had 3 pieces, each one pre-recorded by’ 
Mark O and Leslie, which resembled sheets and spurts of 
noise. I think most of the audience was a bit surprised an 
confused, but it received a good response, It's really 
great to see local people delving into industrial and nois 
The performance was short but incredibly intense, expect 
more wild and interesting things from this pair! ; 

I was somewhat prepared for Lydia's mode of music for 
the night, however the rest of the audience was not. 

At first they were stunned, but later on in the set, people 
were actually feeling a bit comfortable near the end.

No one gets the better of Lydia, 
I'm sure some were bored with Lydia's show, but then 
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We invent non musical sounds. These sounds leave an emnty space 
or void in the listeners mind. We are not interested in crsating music. 
Instead, we invent sounds which eliminate all previous sounds in the 
mind and do not leave an impression themselves. 

Musical sounds leave a lasting impression. Impressions -messaqce, 
mood, beat, political indoctrination, -etc.-. prevent the Listener from 
forming ideas free from any influences. Something is being put into the 
listeners mind. The listener is not fr=e to put unbiased and uninfluenced 
ideas into his or her mind. Someone else has hed the major influence in 
the listeners thought process for the length of the musical piece. 

Contrary to this we invent sounds =-not music- which leave no impres- 
sion and instead leave a void in which the listener can be free to do what 
he or she feels. Our sounds eliminate all remembrance of sound from the 
paste The way in which our sounds are original and thus foreign to ths 
listener causes them to be immediately forgotton because of the listeners 
lack of experiance with these sounds. These two qualities create a void. 
Our sounds are so foreign that they are impossible to call to memory. 

They can be experianced only in the live or recorded state. Upon hearing 
our sounds tha thought processes of ths brain focus ALL attention on these 
sounds.because of their original and disruptive quelities. ‘/hen this oc- 
curs mo other sounds are a part of the thought process. Thus only the 
sounds present will be part of the thoughts, and when these sounds stop 
the brain will not be able to remember them either. 

To make sounds with these characteristics, it is necessary to invent 
forms of sound other than music. We make sounds which lack beat and rhythm. 
All of our sounds lack musical notes. ‘la often accomplish this by using 
distortion devices, overloaded equipment and peak meters which are kept 
in the "red zone". These ideas are part of our process of attaining ons- 
hundred percent of the ‘sound. Some of our sounds are human. fost human 
sounds are made vith the vocel chords. We make sounds with our mouths 
without using our vocel chordgs. 

How nothing can be invented from something. There is a potential for 
filling a soace with sound. Ths potential eouals one-hundred sercent. We 


stert with no sound in a space anc then oroceed with instrumentation and 


noiseification to attain the one-hundred sercent.. 3y achisving the one=- 


hundred percent there is nothint we have not attained. Something has besn 
attained... However, after one-hundred percent there is only a nathingness. 
Since there is only this nothincness. left and we have attained sovathing 
it is the nothingness ye have attained. Thus wa invent nothingness from 
something... 

Whether you're wolling dorm tha street, réacing a book,.or listening 
to a song, someone is always trying to cram sone idea or message dow your 
throat. We totally avoid all of that. We have nothing to do with that 
and nothing to do with music.. We are not interested in preaching preaching 
preaching. What we cre interested in is just tho opposite of thate. Wee 
went to invent now forms of sound and et the sanc time give listencrs 
-and ourselves— a chance for perhaps once in their lives to be able to break 
avay from the indoctrinations of all aspects of socicty. We want to invent 
a space which is free from the propaganda continually thrown in everyones 
paths. And calling some pronaganda good and some bad is useless because 
of its relativity.. And nothingness and voids, they are NOT relative. 

That is what we find fascinating about them. 

Peopls may conclude that we are obsessed by these ideas of voids and 
nothingness... We are. However these ideas are secondary to our exploration 
of sound. Through explorations of sound these other ideas have come scout. 
The important thing for us is the idea of originality. If an idea is not 
original we will not bo interested in oursuing that idea. Music is a form 
of sound and since it exists we aviod it in our exnplorrtions. ./@ invent a 
new form of sound. ‘ot simply a new trist to an existing style, nor a new 


style of an old form, but a completely new form of sound..
